IS MENACE 
TO TANNING 


Leather Industry Paces 
Necessity of Importing 
Supplies, Say Experts 


A. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—With- 
in a decade of two, because of 
the exhaustion of forest resources 
within the United States, the tan- 
ning and leather industries of the 
country are likely to be dependent 
upon foreign sources for ‘the sup- 
ply of tanning extracts withdut 
which they must fail. 

This conclusion bas been reached 
by special investigators of the 
Commerce Department after near- 
ly & year of work in the inquiry 
into sources of supply of indus- 
trial raw matefials authorised by 
the last Congress, before which 
charges of foreign monopoliszation 
and price control of rubber and 
other commodities were aired. 

As a national precaution, though 
conceding that there is no imme- 
diate danger of deprivation. the 
investigators’ report suggested that 
measures be taken to encourage 
produntion within the United States 
of the plants from which tanning 
is obtained, and that legislation 
be enacted allowing American con- | 
sumers to associate themselves for 
the purpose of purchasing in for- 
eign producing areas the tanning 
extracts they require.

WINNIPEG, Jan. 1.—Two 
months ago a young machinist 
from Chicago, Carl Johnson, went 
into the northern wilds of Manitobe 


with a companion to hunt wolves 
It was his first venture as a trap

ineath the ice in Winnipeg River 
north of Minaki, out 130 mile: 
from Winnipeg. while his comrade 
}eontinues the lone search for hia 
| body. 

On December 18, Johnson left 
camp, eighteen miles north of 
'Minaki, to return to the point for 
his Christmas mail. Losing his 
way through having to avoid 
treacherous spots in the ice, he 
wandered about three days without 
any food, then, weakened by hun- 
ger, he stumbled into one of the 
dangerous places and was drowned. 

Unable to sleep, the lone trapper 
is still continuing the search for 
his friend.

LYNCHING DECREASES 
Twenty-Eight Killed by 
Mobs During 1923 


TUSKEGEE (Ala.) Jan. 1, 


Lynchings in the United States 
decreased more than 50 per cent 
during 1923, as compared with | 
1922, according to figures made 
public by the Tuskegee Normal and 
Industrial Institute. During 1923 
there were twenty-eight lynchings 
as compared with (fifty-seven for 
the preceding year, these figures 
showed. Twenty-six of the num- 
/ber were negroes and two were 
‘whites. Two women were among 
victims of mobs. 

These figures gave Mississippi 


and Florida eight lynchings each; _Coso 


Georgia, four; Arkansas two: 
Texas, two: Virginia, one: Mis- 
sourl, one; Oklahoma, one; Louisi- 
| ana, one. 


The Tuskegee report says there 
were forty-six instances during the 
year in which officers of the law 
| prevented lynchings.
